NO RAIDS ON BASS. 


If much liberty was given to persons in 
jails, their confinement would not be a 
deterrent, but, rather, an incentive to others 
to break the law. Persons would not be 
allowed to raid Bass premises, to steal films, 
or destroy private property. There were 
other ways of voicing protests, but the 
Government could not stand for a month if it 
gave in to pressure from the outside. It had 
een suggested that all organisations with 
Republican aims should join together. The 
Government had tried to do that, but if 
when they were members of Sinn Fein they 
could not get people to agree on certain vital 
pute, and had to form Fianna Fail, what 
10pes were there now of getting ie: 

“We do not admit,” Mr. de Valera. ex- 
claimed, “ that there are any people in this 
country who have the desire for liberty 
stronger than ourselves. They differ in 
method. We would like to have the differences 
composed, but we are the main section of the 
army. We would like their help, but we 
cannot buy their help by abandoning our 
method and adopting that method which we 
thought wrong before and think wrong now. 


‘There is no vindictiveness towards any 
prisoners. We regret that prisons have to be 
used, and our purpose is to use them only to 
ensure that our objective shall not be 
hampered by people who do not see as clearly 
as we do how it is to be reached.”’ 

Father Maguire appealed for the with- 
drawal of the resolution and the amendment. 

The amendment was put to the Ard-Fheis 
and carried. 

With regard to a resolution from Dundalk 
calling upon the Executive to initiate a re- 
presentative conference of Republican orga- 
nisations, in order’ to secure a united front 
against ‘‘ the common enemy,”’ it was agreed, 
on the suggestion of the Chairman, to treat 
it as “ dealt with’’ by the President's state- 
ment of policy.

In moving a resolution calling for the 
abolition of the O.T.C., which was discussed 
with another resolution calling for a Nationa) 
Defence Force, Mr. Lombard (North Dublin) 
said that the O.T.C. was recruited from 
Trinity College and the anti-national element 
in the National University. 

Rev. Father McCarthy (Cork) declared that 
in Cork the O.T.C. worked 
with the Blue Shirts. The poorest types in 
the College in Cork were those drafted into 
the O.T.C. They were right neither in ability, 
character, nor outlook. 

Mr. T. Clery (University College, Galway), 
endorsed Father McCarthy's statements. 
Galwav, Cork and Dublin were unanimous 
in calling for the abolition of this snobbish 
organisation. 

Mr. F. Aiken said that the Government 
proposed asking the voung men of the coun- 
try to join an organisation controlled by the 
Government.

NOT A KNIGHT.

is any attempt made by them to use secret 
influence to get positions, would be a damage 
to the community and a disaster.

but, as the Attorney-General had reason to 
believe that a certain section of the arty 
was “ still conducting itself as a somi-mifitary 
organisation,” it was ré@quested that 
applicants should produce copies of all docu- 
ments issued by, or relating to, the National 
Guard and the Young Ireland Association. 
The hearing was then adjourned, counsel for 
the party agreeing to produce the required 
documents. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. C. 
Casey (instructed by Messrs. W. Montgomery 
and Sons) appeared for the United Ireland 
Party trustees; Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.. and 
Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. J. 8S. 
O'Connor) for the Attorney-General. 


MR. DILLON EXAMINED. 


Mr. FitzGerald said that Mr. Dillon was 
now ready to go into the witness box and 
give evidence. 

Mr. James Dillon said that he was a 
member of the Dail, representing Donegal. 
The contents of his attidavit made on October 
21 were true in substance and in fact. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—That affidavit is made 
by direction of the Executive of the United 
Ireland ‘Party’?—That is quite true. 

You are a vice-president of the National 
Executive — Yes. 

Could you tell me which of the members 
of the National Executive represents the old 
National Guard’—The procedure was that on 
the completion of the fusion it was arranged 
that General O'Duffy, Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. 
MacDermot should each nominate Six 
members of the Executive. 

Are there six members of the old National 
Guard nominated by General O'Duffy ’—Yes. 

Who are they’—As far as I can remember 
they are Mr. Blythe, Mr. Charles Conroy. 
Commandant E. Cronin, Dr. T. O’Higgins. 
Captain Patrick Quinn, Mr. S. T, Ruane. and 
Colonel Jerry Ryan. I am not sure if Mr. 
Blythe is a nominee of General O'Duffy or 


Mr. Cosgrave. 

You are fully forewarned and forearmed as 
to the matters that may require explanation? 
—Undoubtedly. 

Do you still consider the affidavit a candid 
one ’—Yes. 

You don’t want to modify anything in it? 


Ed 


—No. 

In Paragraph 2 of your affidavit you say 
that the premises were the property of 
Cumann na nGaedheal, and vested in trustees 
on behalf of that organisation. Can you give 
me the date of the vesting?—I believe on 
the last occasion the deeds were before the 
Court. It was vested on November 3rd, 1932. 

Take Paragraph No. 3, the important one 
in your affidavit. There were three organisa- 
tions, formerly known as Cumann na 
nGaedheal, National Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ 
League, and the National Guard. -You say 
that they weve recently united in one-party. 
What do you mean by “‘ recently united ’’? Can 
you give me the date of that’—To the best 
of my recollection, September 8. Conventions 
were held by the National Farmers’ and Rate- 
pavers’ League and the Cumann na nGaedheal, 
and a fusion put into effect. 

The National Guard Party no longer exists ; 
and I take it now that there is one purely 
political party, with one common policy ‘— 
That is so. 

Mr. Duffy—We had the A.C.A., as it was 
called, first, and that was succeeded by the 
National Guard. Is that tight’—They are 
matters of which I have not particular 
knowledge beyond what I saw in the news- 
papers. My dealings were with the Executive 
of the National Guard. 

Surely vou are not unaware that the A.C.A. 


became the National Guard’—I understand 
that the National Guard succeeded the 
A.C.A. 


ILLEGAL. 


The A.C.A. had premises—those in question 
—on loan or lease from Cumann na nGaedheal, 
and the National Guard were the subsequent 
occupiers of the premises during the month 
of September ’—Yes. : 

On August 25 the National Guard was de- 
clared an illegal association’—Yes. . 

The closing order was not made until some 
weeks later—the 15th September?—That is 
correct, i 

You were present in the Dail when the 
Minister. for Justice was asked. why the 
National Guard was proclaimed, and a de- 
bate on the subject followed?—Yes; 1 was 
present for part of the debate. 

The reason given was that the body in 
uestion was semi-military, had arms, and 
drilling was going on’—I believe that that 
allegation was made. : i 

Was any other reason given?—-No; I dont 
think so. ae 

You were present when the Minister made 
his speech ?—I think I was. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy proceeded to read a docu- 
ment issued on behalf of the National Guard 
on August 21, 1933, addressed to “each 
District Commander.’’ The document stated 
that instructions were issued on behalf of 
the Director-Genera: that a commemoration 
parade would be held at Beal na mBlath on 
August 27, 1933, and requesting that as many 
men as possible should turn out. The letter 
further stated that it was their intention to 
hold the parade in spite of all opposition. — 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—I take it that the in- 
structions in that document were issued in 
spite of the Government ban?—They might 
have been. I am aware that there is oppo- 
sition of the most violent character at meet- 
ings of our party throughout the country at 
the present time. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy proceeded to read out 
further instructions from the same document 
giving the particulars of the parade—ad- 
vance guard of 100 men; band; Director- 
General and staff; West Cork Division, etc. 
The parade was to fall in at 2.50 p.m. at 
Crookstown, and after prayers the Last Post 
was to be sounded. The letter was signed 
“K. J. Cronin, Comdt., Secty.”’ 

Mr. Duffy—All the documents in connec- 
tion with the National Guard were taken 
over at the time of the amalgamation ?— Most 
of the documents at 5 Parnell square were 
taken over by the be íollowing the order 
of the Military Tribunal. 

Where did these documents in Court come 
from ?— The papers came from Merrion square 
and were given to me following consultations 
with my executive. 

Mr. Cronin was secretary of the National 
Guard and is now secretary of the Young Ire- 
land Association ?—Yes. 

Did the Young Ireland Party take over 
anything else besides papers belonging to the 
National Guard?—T'e joint Association 
accepted all liabilities and negotiable assets 
of the National Guard. Cumann na nGaedheal 
and the Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League, 


QUESTION OF ARMS. 


What happened to the arms belonging to 
the National Guard’—I don't believe there 
were any arms in the possession of the 
National Guard, 

If there were at any time, what has 
happened to them?—I have no idea. That is 
a very hypothetical question.

Is it not perféctly plain that they 
were to have two réles?—I am sorry I don’t 
understand the significance of your asking, 
but it was essential, in our opinion, that 
everybody should become members of the 
United Ireland Party, and that, it was for the 
Executive to decide what best might be done 
in the way of organisation.

Look at Document No. 4. I want to see 
what you mean by “ merger.””

To Mr. Dillon—You were one of those 
who addressed that meeting ?—I was. 

You have seen the members of the Young 
Ireland Party marching to the meeting, form- 
ing fours and obeying words of command ? 

Í have never seen them forming fours, but 
I have seen them marching in a disciplined 
manner. 

And obeying orders given by their officers ? 

| have seen them obeying every order given 
by the men in charge of them. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy continued to read from 
the document: “ This being the first public 
meeting held by the new party it is important 
that every member of the National Guard in 
your district must be mobilised for the 
purpose of displaying our strength in Tip- 
perary. You will further instruct. your men 
to parade in uniform.”’ 3 


“A MILITARY TONE.” 


To Mr. Dillon—There is a military tone 
shown in that?—I don’t know that there is 
anything very military about it. The word 
uniform is not very military. The words 
‘mobilise,’ “ parade in uniform’’ seem to

be of a military nature. The document is 
signed by Commandant E. J. Cronin. What 
actually happened was that we had a meeting 
of the three executive bodies in Dublin, and 
put through a merger in perfect good faith. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy then quoted from another 
letter signed by Commandant Cronin. 

(fo Mr. Dillon—You would not say there is 
a military touch about that ?—There is more 
of a military touch about it than I would 
put, but I never had the honour to serve in 
the Army of the State. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy read a further paragraph 
from. the letter. which stated that all the 
members “ should obtain uniform shirts as 
soon as possible.” Was that, he asked, the 
same uniform as that worn by the National 
Guard — The Young Ireland members wear 
blue shirs and black ties. 

That is the uniform the National Guard 
had ’—I believe it is. 


In further reply to Mr. Gavan Duffy, Mr. 
Dillon said that the letters quoted were 
written by the direction of Commandant 
Cronin, who was a distinguished soldier and 
now. a public man, but he was not a 
politician. 

Do I understand that this is the genjleman 
who was to be put in charge of the cor- 
respondence of this organisation ?—Yes. 
What he desired to convey was that each one 
of the members of the National Guard should 
throw themselves into the new organisation 
and do everything they could for it. 

Mr. Duffy then asked witness to examiné a 
copy of the ' party organ,” United Ireland, 
and asked if * was prepared to accept a 
statement of the party s position, contained 
in an article of September 50 on the amalga- 
mation. 

Mr. Dillon protested against being asked 
to study the article in the immediate circum- 
stances 

Mr. Duffy read a passage from the article. 
le questioned the witness closely. about the 
‘special work '" of the Young Ireland Asso. 
ciation. 

Mr. Dillon said that the wording of the 
article was strictly true, but, as counsel had 
thrown heavy emphasis on certain words, he 
would say that every activity of the Asso- 


| ciation was subject to the authority of the | 


National Executive of the United Ireland 
movement. There was a sub-committee, how- 
ever, to deal with the finances and day-to-day 
activities. Any military conduct on the part 
of any section of the United Ireland Party 
would be repudiated by the National Execu- 
tive. He added that what the meaning of 
the article might convey was irrelevant, “' be. 
cause | know what the facts are.” 


CONSTITUTION. 


Do you think that the reason they are so 
shy of producing a constitution is that it is 
the same as the National Guard—you are 
afraid that the Tribunal will see it?’—I am 
not in a position to answer that. 

To another question by Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
witness said that there was no “ draft con- 
stitution '” in existence. 

Continued Mr. Duffy—This article speaks 
of the “ special work ’* of the Young Ireland 
Association. Would the “ special object ” be 
the formation of a semi-military organisa 
tion ?—I am convinced that it would not. 

To further questions Mr. Dillon said that 
he was satisfied that no minutes had been 
kept of meetings of the Young Ireland Asso 
ciation 

Mr. Gavan Duffy quoted from a document. 
dated October 18, 1933, addressed to all 
Divisional Commanders and District 0.C.’s, 
and signed by E. J, Cronin. Is that done 
with your knowledge?—Yes. Communica- 
tions containing directions for organisation 
of every branch of the United Ireland Party 
go out to the county secretary or -the div- 
sional officer or whatever name you like to 
call them by. 

In this case they are called divisional 
officers in charge. Perhaps you mean they 
are only playing at soldiers?—If you like. 
They have no desire to hold themselves out 
as military men in any sense, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—Are all applications for 
uniforms made to No. 3 Merrion square ?— 
Yes; I have seen them coming in mysélf. 
The headquarters of the organisation is 
situated at ó Merrion square. At the moment 
we are obliged to have branch premises at 
Dawson street and St. Stephen’s Green, but 
we hope to have all headquarters centred at 
5 Merrion square. 

Mr. Duffy went on to refer to the women 
members of the Young Ireland Association, 
and characterised them as “ W.A.A.C.’s.” 

Mr. Dillon—Do I understand you to refer 
to these young ladies as ‘‘ W.A.A.C.’s.”’ 

Well, isn’t it a semi-military’ organisation ? 
~—There is nothing military about our asso- 
Clation whatever. ; 

Mr. Gavan Duffy referred to another docu- 
ment, dated 24th October, 1933, which stated 
that a public meeting of the United Ireland 
Party would be held in Longford on the 
following Wednesday at 2 o'clock which 
would be addressed by General O’ Duffy. 
Another document was sent out, similar to 
the last one, and dated October 26, 1933, 
stating that a public meeting would be held 
in Strokestown on the following Sunday, and 
that a parade in uniform woul 
Was expected to be very large.

Tammany Defeated. 


the first time in twenty years

Hall’s candidate for the 
Mayoralty of New York has been defeated. 
Major Fiorello la Guardia, the so-called 
‘100 per cent.” anti-Tamimany candi- 
date, has been elected by a substantial 
majority. The election was fought in the 
spirit of York politics. 
Voters were intimidated ; opponents of the 
Tammany candidate were attacked openly, 
and the scenes at the poll were a disgrace 
to a civilised nation. There were four 
Mr. O'Brien represented 
Tammany Hall; Mr. McKee stood as an 
independent Democrat; there was a

Solomon, and Major la Guardia carried 
what might be termed the Conservative 
banner.

O'Brien, was elected to the mayoralty by a 
majority of more than 600,000 votes, but 
this year a very different condition of 
affairs faced the electors. New York is 
almost bankrupt. Unless expenditure is 
reduced drastically the city will be forced 
to file its petition, and Tammany Hall can 
do almost anything except reduce expendi- 
ture. Its power has depended on patronage 
and ‘‘ graft ;"” both of these cost money, 
and the well has gone dry. Consequently, 
Tammany has been overthrown. For the 
first time in a generation the people of 
New York can look forward to a period 
of clean government. 


Tidy Streets. 


An interesting suggestion has been made 
by a French painter, M. Paul Namur. He 
proposes that the balancing of the national 
Budget shall be facilitated by a tax on 
untidiness. ‘There are about 2,500,000 
people in Paris, he points out, who 
habitually litter the streets with news- 
papers and other things that. however 
useful in their place and prime, are not 
otherwise ornamental. Furthermore, there 
are some 12,000 policemen whose duty is 
to prevent this sort of untidiness. M. 
Namur suggests, then, that the policemen 
take their duty seriously, and 
summon at least ten offenders

HE King of Afghanistan, Mohammed Nadir Shah Ghazi, was 
ii assassinated in Kabul yesterday. The King’s only son. 
Mohammed Zahir Shah, a boy of nineteen, was unanimously 
crowned King by the Afghan nation yesterday afternoon. 


The newaKing was married at Kabul, in November, 1931, 
at the age of seventeen, to his cousin, a daughter of Sarsar Ahmad 
Shah Khan. He succeeds to the throne of a land which, in spite 
of the efforts of his predecessors, still presents many contrasts of 
civilisation and savagery. 

The news of the crime was telephoned to Buckingham Palace, 
and conveyed to the King, who was at dinner. 


The Afghan Minister in London, Ali Mohammed Khan, re- 
-cived the news on returning from Buckingham Palace, where he 
had been received by the Queen. | 

The Afghan Minister was received in audience by the King 
last week, when he presented his letters of credence as Minister to 


the Court of St. James from King Nadir Shah. 


The text of the telegram announcing the King’s death is as 
follows :— 


‘* His Majesty Nadir Shah Ghazi has been made a 
martyr by his assassination at the hands of a traitor at 3 p.m. 
to-day. 


‘* The whole nation is in mourning for their beloved 
King, and has unanimously declared their allegiance to His 


Majesty Mohammed Zahir Shah, the son of His late 
Majesty. : 


‘* The country internally is guiet.

A violent explosion, which took place 
shortly before midnight yesterday, in the 
porch of the office of Messrs. Prescott’s 
Steam Dye Works, Ltd., 82, 835 and 84 
Talbot street, Dublin, demolished the glass 
in the hallway and fanlight, and broke 
numerous window panes in the building.

Public Assistance Committees nor any 


other local body will have responsibility 
or right to give out relief to able-bodied 
persons on account of unemployment. That 
is to say, the relief of unemployment will 
become the duty of a new branch of the 
Civil Service. 

The future of employment cannot be fore- 
cast with confidence, and the Insurance 
Fund should be preserved as the stoutest 
possible bulwark of the insured popula- 
tion. A stronger argument can be brought 
against the proposal to capitalise the debt 
and to make its repayment a charge on 
the fund. Most of the debt was incurred 
when the fund was, in fact, distributing 
disguised relief as well as benefit, and 
the saddling of a rehabilitated fund with 
an old debt of unemployment relief will 
require justification. It will involve a 
claim on the fund of approximately 
£4,000,000 a year for forty vears. 

The administration of a national scheme 
by a central board, concludes The Times, 
will tend to be bound by order and regu- 
lation and to lose its elasticity, and a 
variety of awkward problems will arise. 
The alternative was administration by 
local governing bodies, and if, as authori- 
tative statements suggest, a number of 
those bodies were prepared to refuse the 
obligation, then they have driven the 
Government to an unwelcome decision. 
Labour councillors who shirked a responsi- 
bility and cast invidious reflections on 
others with a greater sense of public duty 
have not received the reproof they richly 
deserved. There has been something like 
a threat of a partial breakdewn in local 
government, and this, along 
admitted, but surely not insuperable, diffi- 
culties of finance, has induced the Central 
Government to transform a local into a 
national service of relief.

“ That, in the interests: of the uction 
of stall-fed cattle and fat pigs, the Seanad 
requests the Executive Council immediately to 
issue a Statement as to the future intentions 
of the Government with regard to bounties on 
;. the export of agricultural produce to Great 
Britain.” ee | 
_ He said that he had put down the notice in 
order to obtain from the Minister a contradic- 
tion of the rumour that beunties would not 
be paid on exports of live-stock after Decem- 
ber 3lst. There was.at present. a great amount 
of uncertainty, and he thought the. Minister 
should make a definite statement and fix a 


date as to the bounties. Such a statement 


Was necessary in the interests of the fat pig 
production business and agriculture generally 
and the keeping of agricultural labourers in 
employment. If there was to be no stall- 
feeding, what was going to be done with the 
oats, barley, and other agricultural products ? 

In regard to employment, he reminded the 
Minister of the miserable price prevailing for 
oats. The policy of the Government as to the 
bounty on pigs had militated against things 
to such an extent that he was afraid the pig 
tiade was doomed. ‘The 20s. bounty on calves 
under six months old was the maddest pro- 
posal that he had ever heard of. If the 
present policy of the Government were to 
continne the country would’ be denuded of 
young stock. 


OPERATION OF THE TARIFFS. 

Mr. R. WILSON seconded the amendment 
He. said that the. suspicions which arose 
among farmers in the country as to the 
rumour that bounties would cease at the end 
of this year should be allayed. He thought 
that the farmers would be wise to consider 
the present. situation as the normal position 
while the present. Government was in office. 
Men bought cattle before the tariffs 
and sold subject to the tariffs. ‘Those 
who had held — cattle previous to 
June last vear had suffered most, and had 
gained nothing by their labour. The whole 
incidence of the tariffs in England operated 
against the cattle-feéders of this country, and, 
therefore. the bounties should be continued. 

On their main industry of agriculture they 
were paying a £6 tariff and getting a bounty 
of 35s. If he were a shirt-maker and sending 
his wares to Great Britain, he would get the 
whole tariff back, but because he was a 
farmer he lost. £4 5s. If, as had been sug- 
gested, they «were going to have an export 
trade in young cattle, they would have no 
cattle to put on grass. He was sorry to see 
Germany getting a contract for £1,700,000. 
If he were the Minister, he would have 
placed the contract with Briain and en- 
deavoured to get into that country £1,700,000 
worth of cattle free. A trading arrangement 
of that kind would be good business. and no 
surrender. 


FEARS FOR THE FUTURE. 

Senator Miss BROWN said that there was 
a great deal of anxtety im the country as to 
what was going to happen in the near future. 
She denied the statement of Senator Connolly 
that all the outcry was from the large 
farmers. ‘That was absolutely wrong. They 
had a large number of United Ireland Party 
clubs in the County Wexford, and. the vast 
majority of the members were small farmers. 
]t was thev who were suffering. ' 

Senator Colonel MOORE said that. in his 
opinion, the economic war would be settled 
some time. Once that question of the 
annuities was settled and the war with Eng- 
land was. over the farmers would no longer 
have a claim to any bounty. How, then, 
would the cattle trade continue. If it was 
to continue at a loss when those things were 
. over, the farmers wouid have no complaint. 


A FOOL’S PARADISE, 


Senator GARAHAN said that if the present 
Government lasted very much longer the 
country would cease to exist.

CRIMINAL JUSTICE BILL, 


When the Senate’s amendments to the Cri- 
minal Justice Bill were being considered, Mr. 
J. Beattie (Labour) opposed the Senate's 
amendment in the clause inflicting a penalty 
for obtaining poor relief by fraud, an@ ex- 
tending it to “a fine not exceediagz twenty- 
five pounds, or to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six months.” He declared 
that poverty was no crime, and the effect of 
the clause was to make criminals of poor 
people, who had recourse to stealing bread 
for their starving wives and families. The 
poor law relief system, he declared, was 
going to be used as a method for manufac.

CATTLE BOUNTY 
PAYMENTS.

A LETTER from the Free State Depart-

ment of “Local Government and 

Public Health on the subject of the 
Dublin Cattle- Market tolls was read at a 
meeting of the-drish:Live Stock Exporters’ 
and Traders’ Association, held last night in 
Prosperity Chambers,. Upper O'Connell 
street, Dublin, Mr. Hugh Cassidy (Chair- 
man) presiding. 

The letter, which was a reply to a com- 
munication from the Association, stated that 
a decision on the Dublin Cattle Market tolls 
would be made on the Minister’s return. It 
had been ascertained that there was a con- 
siderable deficit in the revenue from the 
Cattle Market during the past year, and the 
deficit had to be met by the general body 
of ratepayers. It was claimed on behalf 
of the Corporation that the Cattle Market 
tolls had never been fixed on the 
basis of the value of the animals 
exposed for sale; that they were a 
charge for the use of the market facilities 
provided by the Corporation, and that the 
provision of those facilities entailed a heavy 
expenditure which had no relation whatever 
to the extent of the trade carried on in the 
cattle market. It had also been pointed out 
on behalf of the Corporation that the existing 
toll of 9d. on a beast sold for, say, £15, repre- 
sented only one-quarter of one per cent., and 
that while the reduction sought would bring 
a negligible relief, say, ód. on £15, to the 
owner of the beast, the total effect of the 
reduction sought would seriously affect the 
finances of the Corporation as a general 
market authority. 

It was decided to postpone further consider- 
ation of the matter pending the decision of 
the Minister. 


CATTLE BOUNTIES. 

Notification was received from the Govern- 
ment of the change in the cattle bounties. 

Mr. Crowley said that the increased bounty 
would help the trade in young cattle and 
would save the trade in calves. Tariffs of 
50s. on calves sold at 50s. had stopped the trade, 
with the result that thousands of calves were 
killed by farmers who could not dispose of 
them. They. were still being killed, and a 
shortagé of cattle was certain in a 
few vears’ time. He wondered if the 
Minister was aware of the difficulty in 
getting the bounty. Exporters had to 
pay the British tax with their consignment, 
and he knew of men who had claims for 
bounty submitted since September and they 
had not yet been paid. That was a serious 
matter, and, if it continued, many exporters 
would be put out of business, because the 
British tariff in many cases cost exporters 
£1,000 a week. They could not carry on at 
that rate. 

The Secretary was directed to write to the 
Minister calling attention to the delay in the 
payment. of bounties.

MACROOM HOSPITAL.

MACRUOM, Wednesday. 


At Macroom Urban Council meeting the 
members protested against the threat to 
close Macroom Hospital owing to the dearth 
of patients, and dared the South Cork Board 
of Assistance to carry it out. It was stated 
that personal and political spite against the 
house surgeon, Dr. O'Connor, was at the 
root of the trouble. The Department had, it 
was stated, ordered all surgical cases to be 
sent to Cork, and this accounted for the 
fewness of patients during the year. 

At the Cork Board of Health a letter was 
read from Dr. 0 Connor stating that he did 
not agree that there had been a big decrease 
iu the patients in Macroom Hospital. ‘The 
total number of patients admitted for the 
year to September, 1931, was 469, for the 
following year 664, and this year 428, and 


Government Department had instructed him 
not to continue doing surgical cases in 
Macroom Hospital, and that alone more than 
accounted for the decrease. Then in the 
whole —_ district only \two dispensary 
doctors habitually sent cases there. And 
owing to the manner in which certain 
members of the Board for the past year 
had consistently and unfairly criticised every 
report of his. Such members had aroused an 
idea that he personally had no authority over 
the hospital staff. Believing this people were 
slow to seek admittance.

Mr, Quill said if Dr. O'Connor showed more 
attention to the patients and less to members 
of the Board things would be more satisfac- 
tory.

Alderman Horgan said Dr. O'Connor had 
given very satisfactory reasons for the de- 
crease in the number of patients.

IIVERPOOL, Wednesday Night. 
HE whole world knows now that by 
T riding two winners, Golden King and 
Attwood this afternoon, Gordon 
Richards has beaten Archer's record of forty- 
eight years ago, and is on the way to setting 
up a new one that many of us may never 
see approached, 

It is a merey for the jockey that it is 
all over, and that he will now be able to 
do his work in his own way without all the 
harassing ; for the army of photographers and 
others who have been following him round 
for a week departed to-day with their spoils. 

It may be said now that the strain has 
been telling severely on Richards. He was 
looking white and drawn to-day; gone was 
was his sparkle and the irrepressible cheer- 
fulness of temperament that has always been 
his charaeteristic. Even when he came back 
to the paddock after winning on Golden King 
he was subdued and entirely unlike himself. 
There was hardly the semblance of a smile 
from him as he received the multitude of 
congratulations that were showered on him. 
THE KING'S CONGRATULATIONS. 

Not long after Golden King’s victory he 
received @ telegram conveying the congratula- 
tions of His Majesty on his splendid achieve- 
ment in establishing a record im the annals 
of racing in this country. 

It was a grey, cheerless day for the shatter. 
ing of Archer's record on the anniversary of 
his death forty-seven years ago; for there 
was a drizzling rain, and the course was 
shrouded in a thick mist, so that very little 
of the racing could be seen. 

In the Wavertree Selling Plate the first 
thing discernible was Richards on Golden 
King (on whom long odds were laid) drawing 
clear of Atherton and then beating him by 
two lengths. There was a tremendous 
volume of cheering before he had reached the 
winning post, and the usual rush to the 
paddock to see nim return to weight-in, 

Golden King, who b,y lis victory to-day, 
becomes, in a sense, a historic racehorse. 
whose name will be preserved in the record, 
was bought in by his owner, Mr. Frank Har- 
tigan, for 110 guineas. 

THE BECHER ‘CHASE. 

The next race was the Becher 'Chase, 
which Richards watched from Lord Derby's 
private stand, There was a field of on!v 
seven for this, as Inverse waits for the 
Grand Sefton to-morrow. Thomond -J1., 
who was started here instead of waiting for 
the Sefton, was a strong favourite, and odds 
were asked for about him at one time, 
though he finally started at 6:to 4. 

Thomond will always be a light horse, but 
he has thickened since last vear and done 

He was very much on his toes and 
obviously at the Lop of his form, which he 
showed in the race. for he was an easy 
winner by fifteen lengths from Gregalach. 

The pair: disappeared into the mist with 
Gregalach leading Thomond, but. when they 
came back into sight again Thomond was 
out by himself. Parson's Well finished third, 
and Ready Cash was the only other to com. 
plete the course. Gregalach is very fresh 
and well, and carries his eleven years gaily. 
SCOLATIUM'S GOOD FINISH. 

Richards’ mount in the Lancashire Handi- 
cap was the Irish horse Mandritsara, who 
started joint favourite with Latoi. The gods 
did not give Mandritsara much speed, and 
though he was putting. in some good work 
uo the straight he could only finish fourth, 


(helmarsh was first in front in the straight, 
aid then Knight of Knockeevan took it up; 
but Solatium came late and beat both by 
three parts of a length and a neck. 


Tine winner belongs to the well-known 
trainer Fred Pratt—a nephew, by the way, 
of Archer—and he picked up the son of 
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and never 
seemed to be able to take a place. Lord 
Derby's short runner, Fines Herbes, made 
the running on the far side, with Marsters 
probably second. Then when Fines Herbes 
began to stop the issue seemed to be between 
Marsters and The Doge until Credenda colt 
came on the outside and beat them both 
cleverly. 

As the colt was carrying Qst., it has to be 
counted to him as a particularly good per- 
formance. Neither Fines Herbes nor the 
bottom weight, Shrewsbury Boy, was far 
behind the winner. 


ENNIS BRIDGE BEATEN. 

Beresford had another winner when the 
two-year-old Irs«h beat Richards’ monnt, 
Ennis Bridge, in the Aintree Selling Plate, 
irish, who was bred by Mr. P. A. Kirby, was 
sold at Doncaster when a yearling for 310

Attwood, running his second race in 
public, was made a slightly better favourite 
than Young Lover in the Liverpool St. Leger, 
which he won by a length and two lengths 
from Tavern and Young Lover, thus com- 
pletely reversing the Newmarket form with 
the last-named and giving the champion his 
second winner of the day. 

Attwood was running a trifle green again 
to-day when Richards drew his whip on him. 
Then he ran on very gamely and won well. 
Mr. Somerville Tattersal!, his owner, bred 
him from his own sire, Hurstwood, and his 
good mare, Foliation. There is plenty of 
room for improvement, and he is likely to 
make into a good colt next season. 

I may say that the going was distinctly on 
the firm side, for the amount of rain that fell 
during the afternoon had no effect whatever.

William Griffin, a carter, pleaded not guilty 
at Limerick Circuit Court to-day to the man- 
slaughter of John Brennan, Adare, and 
Bridget O'Shea, Cappamore, at Crossagalla, 
on the might of 7th se “idé last.
